It i.s no now thing under the sun for men 
to .iccuse others of that of wliich thcmsolves 
ara guilty. This cry of "catch rogue'' has 
Ijecn used oftentimes to let tlic real olFender 
escape. A cnizy man will stoutly contend 
that cverylx dy else is crazed, and that he 
is the only .sane man in the universe. When 
a fellow gets "light," and his head turns round, 
he thinks the house and all aboard is whirling 
giddily. Wc will not say that friend Noble 
is in this category, but it is apparent that he 
feels the ncce.'isity of making an easy place 
to descend upon from the lofty height he has 
recently occupied. The Yeoman has all the 
while occupied the ] r;cise ground it now occu- 
pies, being the proci.sc ground taken by Mr.

Out of pure kindness, therefore, and 
to give these elotiuent gentlemen something 
with which to vary their popular entertain- 
ments, wo have concluded to publish from 
time to time, for their benefit, some of the 
more interesting items of extravagance under 
our Stafe Government. This arrangement 
they will consider admirable. They can now 
jump from National to State extra v.agar.ce 
with easy leaps, and never allow the interest 
in their remarks to flag or their audiences to 
become bored with stale repetitions.

We get them from the 
accurate State Auditor. Some days since 
.several gentlemen of this place called upon 
Mr. Page for cjit fled statements of the mat- 
tCi'S set forth below. He readily furnished 
copies of the accounts in his offico, but failed 
to give the statemjnts in the form in which i 
they had been asked. He gave, however, 
copies of all the accounts for repairs upon the I 
public buildings and furnishing the Governor's 
House, and fiom these we have selected the 
items prc.-iented in this article. 

It will be seen from the subjoined state- ! 
mcnt of accounts tliat it cost the State over ' 
$11,000 to furni.sh and maintain the Govern- 
or's House for the first year of the present 
Kv.ow-Noti i gf'ppositi )n administration. The 
amount extended for similar purpose.>the fii-st i 
vear of Governor Powell's administration, as 
well as we can ascertain from the accounts . 
furnished us from the Auditor's Office, was 
about $3,000 only. The proportion of bal- 1 
ance in favor of Democratic economy is j 
striking. I 
Old Buck governs thirtj- odd States — Gov. 
Morehcad one. The expen.scs of maintaining 
the "White House" under the administration 
of the one ought to amount to over three 
hundred thousand dollars per annum, if his 
style of living corresponds with that of the 
other in proiwrtion to the relative extent arid , 
importance of the Federal and Stiite Govern- j 
ment.s. Eleven thousand dollars for furnish- j 
ing and keeping the "Palace" for one year will ' 
very properly be considered extravagant by all 
who have seen that house. The house, grounds 
and all, would not bring eleven thousand dol- 
lars cash at public or private sale. Everylxxly 
in Frankfort knows this, and it is astonishing 
how that much money could Ije spent upon it. I 
The Opposition State administration would 
have done a great deal better had it built a 
new "Palace" out and out, and we believe the 
cost to the State would not have been greater.

O^In another column we publish the 
amount of expenditure and copies of some of 
the accounts for furnishing and maintaining 
the Governor's house in Frankfort. While

Hon. Iiinn Boyd's Position. 

The editor of the Lexington Statesman, 
who has just returned from Philadelphia, 
states Mr. Bo3'd's views of the question of 
Congressional protection to slavery to be con- 
sonant in all resjjects with those of Magoffin 
and those set forth hy us.

parties to lhecompromi.se measures of 1-50 and 
1 '54. He believes the souili ought ni>l now to nsk a 
8 ave code lor the Territories at the hinds of 
Congress, »nd is opposeii lo Congressional inter- 
veiition at this time, either to protect, or in any 
mode regulate slavery in the Territories. He 
occu, i(d exactly the po-iiion w e have taken in

In speaking of the resohition referred toby' 
the E.\|iress, in a recent issue of our paper, and ; 
ol the clifterence between it and the doctrine 
heretofi re held by the Express, we remarke.1 j 
that the resolution w.is very jrood. We did not j 
intend thereby to indorse it in any manner, but i 
we nietclv meant that the doctrine it promultiates 
is verv Rood in comparison with the sentiments [ 
lieretulorc contended for by our neighbor, which 
he seemed wil'iiig now to give up and lake the 
resoluti iii of his party in tlieir stead. | 

U m.ikes no difference to us whether Congress , 
has or has not the power to protect slavery In tite 
Territories. That is not the question. We Cm- 
tend that Coneress onghl n l to interfere with 
slavery in the Territories, in any way, even if she 
lias the power. In the first place there is no 
necessity for it, and in the second place we do 
not believe that a necessity evir can arise whilst 
our Government is administeie<l by honest and 
c impelent men. The resolution which we have just 
referred to, asserts the right to carry slaves in the 
Terriiorif 9 is guaranteed by the common law. li 
thisia true, th<> common law aUo offered a rem- 1 
rdij (hat is adequate and complete, and in the 
co'irts, which are always erected in conjunction i 
with the Territorial government, the slaveholder 
can have his rights as fully protected as he could 
were Congress to exercise all the power that is ' 
claimed for it. If the slave escapes from his 
master in a Territory where the common law 
permits him to be c.irricd and held, it docs not 
require an enactment of Congress to authorize 
one of ihe Courts of the United States to render 
him back to the owner. The same might be 
said if the Constiliition authorizes the slave to be 
held in the Territ-'ries, for the courts organizeil ' 
under the constitution will take cognizance of the 
guarantees of th.it instrument, and an escaped 
slave could be returned to his master by the 
Judi;e of a Court, even if Conirress had never 
uttered a word in regard to it. If Congress sees , 
fit to point out, though, the form of process, and 
the character of proceu.lings that shall be observ- 
• I in the courts in making such rendii ion of an 
escaped slave, we hold that this would not be an 
interference on its part with tho institution — be- 
cause the right to the remedy already exi.*ting, the 
process bj which it is administered, must ol neces- 
sity be regulated by some power to secure uiii 
foimitv — ivh c'l power can be none other thuD the 
Legislature under our organization. 

What we understand by protection to slavery, 
in the sense contended for by our neighbor of 
the Express, and other fire eaters in the South, : 
is not only that they want escaped slaves re- 
turned to their misters (which we have shown 
can be d me without Congressional interference) 
but they alsode.-ire, we understand, that Congress 
fhiill pass laws regulating the institution in as 
full a manner as is necessary to render such prop- 
erty as secure as it would be under the code of 
one of the slave States. Such for instance as 
the creation of a patrol — the regulation of inter- 
course among slaves, end of the trading with 
slaves, the regulatio i of the slave tr.ide in the 
Territory — the prohibition of free negroes where 
slaves are held- prescribing penalties for hiring 
slaves their own time, and in fact every regula- 
tion on the subject that is had in Kentucky, or 
Virginia, or ML-'Sisnippi. This is what we under- 
i'.and from our neighbor that he wants Congress 
to do, and it is what we say that Congress ought 
not to do. If we commence to innrfere m the 
matter at all, we will have to go the whole 
lengih, and the result of it would ultimately be, 
that Congress would be called upon to punish 
persons who printed or circulated anti slavery 
newspapers or documents, or who exp essed an 
opiniou in opposition to slavery in the Territory 
where a slave happened to be held. It would 
amount to nothing more nor less than a position, 
an ab-olute establishment of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories whether people watited it or not, or 
whether any portion of them wanted it or not. ' 

Gentlemen who desire to see such a state of, 
ca e as this brought about in this country, can 
advocate this doctrine of Congressional protec- 
tion if they like, but for our [lart, we desire no 
such thing, and we shall not therefore favor any 
such doctrine. The protection to slavery in the \ 
Territories, so far as to return fugitive slaves, ; 
and to punish tho^e who interfere with the courts 
in doing so, and to punish those who steal slaves, 
is already amide and complete. 

This is all the protection we want, and we are 
satisfied w.th a continuation of the guarantees 
we already have, without running the ri^k of 
losing tbcm by a further agilatioa of the ques- 
tion.

The Flight of the Duchess of Parma. 

The present governments of Itiily may be 
likened to a row of brick- standing on end They 
topple over at every easv push, and the tail of one 
involves the fall ol' others. The Grand Duke of 
Tuscany has been the first to be overtliiowu, ai;d, 
though it may seem impolite to make such a com- 
parison wheii a lady is in the question, it is none 
tl e less true that the Duchess of Pai ma is the 
second "brick" that has toppled over. 

The simple announcement by telegr ipli was: 
"The Grand Duchess has taken her departure, 
after having instituted a Council of Regency. 
The new government has expressed its adhesion 
to Piedmont." This movement may be consider- 
ed as a tact of significance, r tlier Chan of actual 
importance; b r, lliough the real material aid th:it 
a small power like Parma, with its army of five 
thousiind men, can afford, is not much, yet the 
fact of the retiiemeiit of the Due. ess is an evi- 
dent manifestation of the extent to which popular 
feeling is arou.scd, and will have its effect upon 
the people of other Italian countries. 

Parma is an inilependent Duchy, containing an 
area estimated at two thousand seven hundred 
square miles, with a population of a little over 
half a million souls, and, with its several depei - 
dencies, lies wholly between the Appenhies and 
the south bank of the Po. The soil is fertile 
and well cultivated. ai:d great attention is paid to 
the rearing of cattle, U.'tli for feeding and for the 
milk, whence is obtained the famous Par.-uesan 
cheese. The country, after the decline of the 
Koman empire, became a part of Lombaoly, and 
when that kingdom was conquered, Parma was 
presented to the Pope. For centuries it has been 
thrown about like a shuttle-cock, into the hands 
uf various masters. Though never a nation of 
even secondary importance, it was always a very 
desiiable little uossession, convenient for satis- 
fying the grasping poor relations of various po- 
ll mates. Pope P.iul III made a duchy of it for 
one of his sons or nephews, and at the downfall 
of Napoleon it was settled upon poor .Maria Lou'sa 
for life. On her death it came iiiio possession of 
the Duke of Lucca, which latter province was 
annexed to Tuscany, the Luccliesan Duke chang- 
ing his title witii his dominions. 

The present nominal rnlar of Parma is a boy, 
the Duke Robert, who will be eleven years old 
on the 9th of July next. His mother, the Duch- 
ess, since the death of the previous duke, some 
five years since, has acted as regent, and govern- 
ed the country in a ([Uiet way, without exciting 
any popular demonstrations either of regard or 
aversion. Personally the Due,''e.«3 has little to 
attract particular attention. She is a respectable 
middle aged lady, who means well, but, as Mr. 
.Micawber said of his son Wilkins, has never car- 
ried out thet meaning in any given directioa what- 
soever. 

The flight of the Duchi'ss was deliberate, rather 
than precipitate. She seems to hive decided 
uiMin it for some time, ami had forwanied to 
Venice a large quantity of her personal property, 
wardrobes, plate, and money. Having secured 
these, the sensible Duchess decided to leave the 
siiikir.g shin, an I appointing a regencv, st: ttcd, 
it is uppi>sed, for Venice, where, like Fanny Ellsler. 
the Duchess de Herri, and other notable ladies, she 
possesses a very comfortable anil handsome pal- 
ace. Her exile will awaken little sympathy here. 
There is scascely a European potentate whose 
movements have excited less aiteiilion in this 
counirv, and her downfall was such a neccessary 
consequence of the Italian troubles that it will 
excite litile surprise. 

As lar as mere local surroundings go the Duch- 
ess need have little cause for regretting a change 
that sends her from llic dreary plains of Parma 
to the island queen of the Ailriatic. The capital 
city of her lit le duchy has little to it terest the 
traveler beside the pictures or Correggio and 
Parineggiano. and the exiled l.ady w ill find her 
Venetian palace, with its rich Gothic windows, its 
pleasant balconies, and its delicious |irospects, far 
more agreeable than the dreary Fariiese palace of 
Parma, w ith its open arcades, its unfinished walls, 
and its straggling picture galleries. The dome of 
the Parmesan cathedral is adorned with one of 
Correggio's noble.st frescoes ; but in exchange for 
this the Duches can admire the mosaics of San 
.Marco, while the gleaming canals of Venice w ill 
prove vastly more agreeable, (especially in the 
summer,) than the wide, dusty, and decaying 
streets of Parma. 

In seeking refuge in Venice the Duchess places 
herself under the protection of the Austrians, 
and this cour.sc is by no means calculated to ex- 
cite the sympathy of her former subjects, whom 
we may suppose to be as eager in the cause of 
Italian independence as their neighbors. Placed, 
as they are, directly between Tuscany and SapJin- 
ia, it would seem impossible that the enthusiasm 
l o v awakened in the bosoms of the Piedmontesc 
and Florentines should not prove infectious to the 
inhabitants of the little Duchy of Parma, and, 
though no particulai-s are given in the meagre 
dispatch that conveys the information of the 
rccei.t change in the political affairs of that state, j 
it is but re.ifonable to suppose that the Duchess i 
had, belore her flight, some intimation that her ' 
further tenure of office was decidedly precarious.

and his jiartisans in 1*48 But will the Germans 
be foolish enough to embark in the cause of Aus- | 
tria, and so extend the range of the conflict from 
the banks of the Po to those of the Rhine, and of 
the Weser, and the Vistula? We cannot, for 
ourselves, believe that they will. They have no 
real concern in the contnjve.'sy — no material In- 
tel ests at stake — no political or moral ideas to 
propagate — no treaties binding them to partic - 
pate— nothing, in short, but their community of 
race with the Austrians, to prompt them to a 
course so needless and vet pregnant » ith evil. It 
is tru<- that Prussia is said to have placed her 
armv on a war looting, and that some of the 
sm.dler states are about to folloiv her example; 
but as yet we regard these as merely precaution- 
ary measures, and by no means indicative of a 
determinatioa to engage in the war. Prussia, in 
fact , IS known to have protest e<l against the move- 
ments of Austria into Pieumont as precipitous, to 
have inclined strongly from the beginning to 
peace, and nothing is to be gained by her in a de- 
parture from this principle. Moreover, the de- 
monstrationsof Russia upon the German frontier, 
now that alliance, more or less intimate, has been 
declared between France and Russia, will induce 
all the German potent. .tes to think twice, at least, 
before they involve themselves in the Italian 
quarrels of Austria. France disclaims perempto- 
rily and emphatically any desire to molest Gei- 
iiiany — and though the woi-ds of Kra;»erors are 
not always to be taken, there is no reason for 
doubting the sincerity ol the avowal at this time

The Slate anil Prospects of the Euro- 
pean Wnr. 

The latest news from Kurope leaves no doubt 
that hostilities have commenced in upper Italy. 
It brings us manifestoes from the several govern- 
ments, which, though not formal declarations of 
war, are equivalent to declarations of war, and 
for a time shut out every prospect of peace. 
The Emperor of Austria informs his people that 
he has ordered his troops into the territory of 
Sardinia, where, we learn from other sources, 
they have already pos3es.seil themselves of some 
inconsiderable foitres es and towns. At the same 
time the King of Saidinia h is assumed the coni- 
m.ind of his army at .Alosandria, and in a circu- 
lar to the Italian pi ople stands forth as the stand- 
ard-bearer of Italian independence, proclaiming 
that .Austria tears into pieces treaties which she 
never respected, and that "henceforth, by right, 
the Italian nations are free." Thus the gage of 
battle has been throw n down and taken up, and 
before we write, probably, a deci-ive conflict has 
occurred somewhere in the viciuityof Alessandria 
or Turin. 

The .Austrians, as we gather from the conflict- 
ing reports of the English papers, must have 
moved forward iti several divisions. Oneol these, 
under General Baron Zobel, probably advanced 
from Placenza, and another, under General Von 
Benedek, probably crossed ti e Ticino at Pavia. 
General V'on Durfeld, who is but a Gener.il of 
Pr.gaile, led a division — the vanguanl — across 
the bridge of Biiffalora, and met with little or no 
resistance. The division under General liaron 
Heisliach probably crossed the Ticino by means 
of a pontoon bridge, at a place which is not men- 
tioned. The Sanlinians retired from the line of 
the Ticino first towards Sessia, and thence to 
wards the fortified towns of Casale and Alessan* 
diia, where they design, doubtless, to make a 
stand. We do not learn th.at the .Austrians were 
seriously resisted at any of the points of passage, 
or in their advances ns far as Mortara and Novara, 
although some fighting is spoken of at Bull'alora 
aad Mortara. 

The Sardinians have waited the arrival and con- 
centralion of tho French troops, which were 
aw.irming into Italy by the passes of the Alps 
leading to Susa, and by the sea to Genoa, leading 
directly north to Alessandria. There were said 
to be 75,1100 Sardinians in Alessandria, Casale 
and other towns; 4h,000 French at Genoa, and as 
luiny more on the way to Susa, while the wliole 
number of Auslrians on the west side of the 
Ticino is st.Ued variously at from t'0,000 to l'2ll,- 
000 men. All these forces arc within a compara- 
tively small distance of each other, ai d could be 
b.-ought into contact in a tew days. According 
to tte statistics of a writer in the London Times, 
from Aiona, the most iNorlhern point alreadv 
occupied by the Austrians, to Genoa, the most 
Souiiiern point occupied by the French, "the 
distance is ab.iut 110 miles, or very nearly the 
same as from Susa to BuH'.ilora. From Genoa t.) 
Alessandria it is only -Hi miles, and from .Ales- 
sandria to Turin less than GO. From Susa to 
Tcrin, again, the ditl.ance is but 'i'.i miles; so 
that ill their two principal positions of Turin and 
Alessandria the S ardinians are, in the one case, 
within 40, and in the other within 50 miles, of 
their powerful allies. The .-Vustrians. too, would 
be equally near their resources. Novara is about 
5 m lcs, .Mortara 10 miles, and Vercelli but some 
25 n.i es, from the Lombard friMitier, and tlic.«e are 
the points at which the first collision may be antici- 
pated." 

The result of that first encounter, when it 
comes, no one is able to predict; but thus far it 
would appeac that the .-Xustrians have not shown 
the celerity of movement on which it was sup- 
posed they had founded their hopes of success at 
the outset. They may have been retarded as it 
is alleged, by physical ob.stacles — the orcrllowing 
of the streams and the bad state of the roads, or 
they may have delayed their advances — though 
this is not very probable — in order to await the 
advent of the French, and encounter the united 
forces of the enemy in a single b.itile; but in 
either case they appear, at this distance from the 
scene of action, to have lost a great deal of val- 
uable lime. The order for invasion must have 
been issued before the 2blh of April, at which 
time the imperial manifesto is dated, und by the 
eveningof Sunday, May 1st, ihey (msht to have 
penetrated much further ii.to llie Picdmontese 
territory than they had done. 

.All Italy is alive with the excitements of war. 
In the Duchy of Parma an insu rection similar 10 
that which drove the Grand Duke out of Tuscany 
has taken place, and as we remarked in another 
article referring to this event, the likelihood is 
that Ihe revolt will prove cnnWgious. On the de- 
mise of Ihe King of Naples, hourly expected, »e 
may confidently look for some disturbances there; 
r-jfiv-rs of agitation reach us from Venice, and 
in the Estates of the Church, the coinm mder of 
the French troops has issued his proclamation 
warning the people against pathering in the 
street*, and cnjoiioiig the strictest order. How 
long his monitioTis will continne to be heeded is 
not very clear. With a bvmpathetic r.ice like the 
Italian any really national sentiment will spread 
like fire over the prairies. 

We are not, however, so certain as some of the 
newspaper writers both at home and abroad ap- 
pear to be, that this w.ir is to carry its desolating 
torches over the whole of Europe. It may reach 
Hungary, which has long been restive under the 
Austri.in rule, and where, according to a letter 
wir.ch appears in a Brussels paper, iheie is already 
a cousiiierable cbuliiiuu— ia tact, a'^atcr t'eeliog
